Dear Mr. Hoppock, 

This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Executive Office for Immigration Review (EOIR) in which you seek existing screenshots of the 
“Reports” module in CASE. 

A search for existing records returned no responsive documents. Furthermore, as we 
explained in our response to your request 2019-9044, agency records are records that are either 
created or obtained by an agency and under agency control at the time of the FOIA request. See 
DOJ vs. Tax Analysts, 492 U.S. 136 (1989). A corollary of the definition of an “agency record” 
as explained in DOJ vs. Tax Analysts is that the FOIA statute does not require an agency to 
create a record in response to a FOIA request. Taking a “screenshot” of the “Reports” module 
would require the agency to create a record; see Brown vs. Perez, 835 F.3d 1223 (2016). 
Therefore, no screenshots were taken in responding to 2019-9044. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c) (2006 & 
Supp. IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of 
the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist. See http://www.justice.gov/oip/ 
foiapost/2012foiapost9.html.

Your appeal must be 
postmarked or electronically transmitted within 90 days of the date of my response to your 
request. If you submit your appeal by mail, both the letter and the envelope should be clearly 
marked “Freedom of Information Act Appeal.”
